A CITY OP SIEGES. 


Constantinople has been besieged 


twenty-three times, and yet it 13 not 
a strongly fortified nity, according to 
the judgment of military men. 
The 


great guns which defend the Dardan- 
elles and some of the heights near 
Stamboul, have been often described. 
But a modern iron-clad would have 
the chances quite in her favor, and a 
fleet of auiih vessels would make 
short work. Long before irort-cUJs 
were invented a British Admiral went 
up and down the Dardanelles with 
hi.i wooden ships, but getting con 
siderably battered, and losing one or 
two ships before he got back to the 
Mttiliterrrnectn. AnEistern contem- 
porary makes the following synopsis 
of the siege of Constantinople: 


It. has been besi^gei] twenty three 


times—twice by the ancient Greeks; 
thrice by the Roman Emperors; once 
by the L'ltins, tiie Persians, the 
Avares, tlio Sulaves, and by one of 
its dethroned sovereigns, Jlicln 
Pdleolojjus; twice by tlio Bulyariati.-i; 
once by Byz inline rebels; sevyn Urnes 
by the Antbs, and three times by tha 
Turks. It was t.iki-n six times—by 
Alrihlales; 
tliu Roman Emperors 


Septuiius. Sevprns and Conht.uiline; 
the DORO Djnitolo and Count B.iid- 
win; the Emperor AliohuelPul'sologns 
an-1 M'jlnunnifd II.

of $5,000 is not exceeded; second, 
that the Legislature of the State of

to the character aud extent of home 
atead exemptions, as settled in ''Clark 
vs. Shannon," 1 Nevada, 559.
